GEORGE WASHINGTON was born of an 


antient and highly tefpe@able family in the par if 3 


of his own name, county of Weftmoreland, in 


Virginia, on the twenty fecond of February, one 
thoufand feven hundred and eee two. His ed-

ucation was private, but perfect. So happily did 
the efforts of inftruction fecond the powers of na- 
ture, that when but a ftripling, fuch were his fo- 
lidity and knowledge, that he was felected by the 
Governor of Virginia for the purpofe of forming 
a treaty with various Tribes of weftern Indians ; 
and was alfo entrufted with a miflion to the 
French on the Ohio, to remonftrate againft their 
unwarrantable encroachments. This important 
and perilous embafly he difcharged with a refolu- 
tion, fortitude, and ability, which at his age were — 
truly aftonifhing, and which gained him the 
thanks and raifed him high in the eftimation of his 
country. His Journal and, Report to the Gover- 
nor, publifhed on this occafion, evinced that ener- 
sy of mind, that correctnefs and dignity of file, 
which have fince fo haha ca (os mar ked the labors 
of his pen. | 
Formed by nature for warlike achievements, 
and earneftly called by the fituation of his coun- 
try to the exercife of arms, he early commenced 
his military education, and made a rapid prolicien- 
cy. When fcarcely twenty years of age, he hon- 
ored' the rank of Major, and, not long after, that 
of Colonel. What were his military talents, : and 
what the general opinion, conceived of him at 
this early period of his lite, we may conjecture,

During that war on our frontiers Rich the 
French and Indians, which their continued age 
greflions foon produced, he performed various he- 
roic and hazardous exploits ; and uniformly con- 
ducted with diftinguifhed fagacity, energy and 
perfeverance. On the memorable day, when the 
haughty Braddock fell a victim to his felffufficien- 
cy and rafhnefs ; our youthful hero reaped un- 
fading’ laurels by his prudence, bravery, and mili- 
tary fill. After that difaftrous campaign, he pof- 
fefled the chief command of all the forces, raifed 
in Virginia ; and by his exertions and experience 
in the courfe of this war Same NG himfelf in 
the Science of Arms. 3 

But arms engrofled not his attention. His. 


mind, vigorous and-comprehenfive, embraced ev- 


ery object, which could render him more ufeful 


to his country. He accordingly, on the ceflation 


of hoftilities, not only cultivated the arts of peace 
and ftudied to benefit the public by agricultural 
improvements ; but was afliduous to qualify him- 
fel€ for the duties of a Statefman as well, as of a 
Warrior. Befide difcharging with dignity vari- 
ous civil offices in his own county, he was con- 
ftantly a reprefentative in the legiflature of his 
native province, till Britith oppreflion at lengt!;

‘demand the firft American Congrefs ; when he: 


was fent a delegate from Virginia to that augult 
body. Affairs were now at a perilous crifis. The 
arbitrary meafures of the Britifh cabinet held out 
in profpect /lavery with fubmifion. Refiftance, 
however defperate, was then a duty. The colo- 
nies felt it, and flew toarms. At this awful mo-_ 
ment all eyes were fixed on WASHINGTON. 
Tis: breaft was known to be a bulwark againft the 


» enemies of his country, whether Englifbmen, French- 


men, or Savnges. In compliance with the united 
and eager voice of millions, Congrefs unanimouf- 
ly placed him at the head of our armies.

The crifis was alarming. A convention of politi. 
_ cal fages was called to fave our finking Republic ; 
at their head prefided: WASHINGTON ; and by 
the aid of his wifdom and energy, his weight of 
authority and influence was calmly erected that 
ark of our fafety, the FEDERAL CONSTITU- |

By this wife and magnanimous exertion, the free 
inftitutions and pure principles of our fathers were 
preferved inviolate to a chriftian potterity. Com-

ifhments of peace, and pore: on our country
